"Progress upon new vessels under 


construction has been delayed during 
the last fiscal year by strikes and by 
delays in the delivery of armor and j 
steel forgings, and all ships and torpe- 
do boats under construction are more 
or less behind their contract time of j 
completion. 
The department's atten- 


tion has been specifically called to 
the probability of two years' delay in 
tho completion of the five battleships 
of the Virginia class and thc six ar- 
mored cruisers of the Pennsylvania 
class, whose construction has just be- 
gun, from the lact that tho capacity 
of the manufacturers of armor is in- 
sufficient to provide the amount of 
armor required for these vessels with- 
in thc period of time allotted lor their I 
construction in the terms of the con- J 
tracts. Under the present system of 
purchase of armor the responsibility 
for such delnys rests with the go%- 
ernmeut and renders it liable to suits 
for damages by the ship contractors. 
On this account and because it is un- 
economical and poor policy to unduly 
extend thc time of construction it is 
ot importance that the delivery of ar- 
mor should be adequate to the most 
prompt work of which shipbuilders 
are capable." 


The contracts for the five battle- 


ships and the six armored cruisers 
require their completion in three 
years, that is. during the spring, 
summer and autumn of 1904, the ear- 
liest of the eleven vessels, according 
to the schedule, being the cruiser 
Pennsylvania, -due on Jan. 10, 1901, 
and the latest the battleship Nebras- 
ka, due to be completed on Sept. 9.

Sold Find In a Colorado Town ' 


Create* Great Excitement. 


Pueblo, Colo.. Oct. 25.—The wildest 


excitement reigns ill Beulah, twenty 
miles southwest of here, where rich 
gold deposits have been found. There 
is no question that the discovery of gold 
is genuine aud that this vicinity is 
about to have a mining boom such as 
prospectors have been predicting for 
several years. 


The town of Beulah, consisting of 200 


persons, is frantic, and every person 
strong enough to carry a pick is out in 
the hills. Old inhabitants who have 
seen booms before and have learned not 
to get excited over a false alarm now 
are as enthusiastic as any of the new- 
comers.

Very few persons have a natural 


mmunity from smallpox, and unlike 
jost of the other contagious disease: 
dults are as susceptible to the elii 
ase as children. Fresh air and sni 
hinc are the grcates enemies of tin 
isease; therefore it usually spread 
nore rapidly in the winter, whei 
ouses, stores and other public places 
.re not properly ventilated. 


The specific germ of smallpox ha: 
ot been discovered, but it is un 
oubtedly a germ eliseaso. The infect 
tig principle is contained not only ii 
he pustules of the disease1, but alsi 
n the breath, the exhalations fron 
he body and probably in the score 
tions.

; The clothes are usually graded accord- 
ing to age instead of by size, and PO a 
Child who is larger or smaller than the 
average for his years gets a misfit. But 
even those whose size and age agree are 
often no better off. 


The parent may notice that' the child 


stoops and cannot be made to carry itself 
erect. Some one, perhaps the family phy- 
sician, may suggest that the frock is not 
loose enough, but the mother demon- 
strates to her own satisfaction that it is 
by gathering up folds of the garment in 
her hand or by running her hand under it. 


. But if the frock is removed and me.-t«- 
nrecl front and back it will be noticed 
that the measurements over the chest and 
the back arc the same. In other words, 
the armholes are directly in-the center. 
If the child's ni:ms were also directly in 
the center, the shirt or blouse would be 
flu.excellent fit, but the child's anatomy 
is not so ordered, nature having intended 
that its chest should bulge out to make 
room for the lungs, while the back should 
be flat r.nd more or less rigid.

tion in that city," said u well known New 
Orleans specialist, "and I-am coiivinecii 
that they have the best system in tho 
world, and iti my judgment' American 
cities would do well to copy it. 
They 


unquestionably succeed in getting pure 
milk, and tin-re does nor .seoni to be much 
chance for spreading disease in this way. 


"In Leipsic they are very careful. Sta- 


bles mnsl bo kept cleau. 
'Ihe pcr--on 


who keeps cows must be experienced In 
the business. They ure particularly care- 
ful abenit the cows that give milk used 
iu feeding children. 
Iu order that no 


mistake be. made tho rules governing the 
dairy business require tho cows to be 
branded. 
The rules provide for an in- 


jection of tuberculosis lymph, and tho 
cows must be healthy and must show no 
reaction afte-r the injection. This injec- 
tion takes place before tho cow is placed 
iu tho stable. If a cow should happen to 
get sick, the fact must be immediately re- 
ported, and the veterinary surgeon who 
lias charge of this matter reports the 
case to the council. The sick cow is gen- 
erally isolated. This mutter, however, is 
discretionary with the surgeon who su- 
perintends the business. The veterinary 
Mirgeon has such complete supervision 
of the.se matters that ho can even pass 
on the- food given to the cows and can re- 
ject any part or all of it if he pleases. 


"Hut there; is another point. The per- 


son who does the milking must furnish 
a physician's certificate to the effe-ct that 
he or she is free from infectious or nau 
spoils disease, and tuberculosis is espe- 
cially mentioned in the. rule. The milk 
is strained and centril'iigally purilied and 
must lie thoroughly cooled before it is 
served to the customers. If the milk is 
sold in bottles, patent .stoppers are ttse-d.
